A GOOD SEASON FOR HUNTERS. 
Pnlrl. Chicken, Qn*U and Other 


11 Plentiful IB the Went. 


There are more prairie chicEens 


throughout the western ' country this 
rear than there has been for a number 
of years past. There are some other 
jood things, too. The quail seem to 
lave been unusually successful in the 
rearing of their broods and the ruffed 
rrouse is whirling through the north- 
TO. woods in unusual numbers. 


There are several reasons for the in- 


creased chicken and quail crop. The 
men who winter after •winter violate 
:he laws of the states in which, they 
ive by trapping the chickens and Bob 
IVhites during the cold winter months 
'ound last winter that they spread 
:heir snares and laid their nets in vain. 
[•here was plenty of grain and other 
ood all over the prairie country. The 
\eather was not severe, and as a result 
he birds were not driven by cold near 
:he habitations of man, nor did hunger 
make them bold enough to approach 
the traps where food was spread in such 
suspicious quantities. 


The present law in New York pro- 


ects the game in that state thoroughly, 
>ut the statute has a vicious clause 
which allows the selling of game birds 
it any season pro^ idang they were not 
ailed within 300 miles of the state line. 
t Is this provision which tempts the 
leople of Nebraska, Iowa, the Dakotas 
ind Minnesota to become breakers of 
he law in their own states. They trap 
he birds and ship them in great (inan- 
ities to New York city. 
The outlook for sport in TlJlnois isex- 


scllent. 
In the northern and western 


mrts of the state the old birds have 
eared their broods successfully, nnd 
t the hand of the shooter cnn be staid 
mtil the legal open season. September 
5, ihe young birds will be big enough 
and smart enough to give a much bet- 
er species of sport than was the case 
\licn the statute allowed their killing 
a month earlier. 


The president of the National Sports- 


man's association said the other day: 
Prom advices which I have received I 
am certain that biids will be plentiful 
his fall. Lftttars from Spirit Lake and 
Inywarden, la., and from places all 
iver the northwestern section, of that 
rtate tell me that the prospect of sport 


better than for a long time, 
The 


commissioner of f orcstry, fish and game 


f North Dakota tellt me that in many 
mrts of that state there are apparently 
Imost as many chickens as ever. The 
only bad nevts comes from 
eastern 


outh Dakota, where a June rain flood- 
•d the whole country and drowned out 
hundreds of broods. 
Reports from 


southern Illinois are to the effect that 
:lle Bob White is whistling from the 
Kirner of every cornfield. 


"There was no bad crust in northern 
Visconsin last winter and sleetstorma 
vere almost wholly absent. As a re- 
sult the deer wintered well and will 
ifford a pood share of sport this fall, 
There is more water in the lakes and 
>ond holes in all parts of the west this 
.eason than tiere has been since 1882. 
This makes it certain that water fowl 
ihooting will be uuusually good. 


"The association of which I am pres- 


cient has been active this year in the 
ndeavof to instill the game protective 
'eeling- into people who live where 
game nibounds. As a result of this work 


large number of local clubs have been 
ormed, \\hose members have pledged 
:hcmsclves to the observance of the 
;amc laws and to the prosecution of 


• iolators. 
Kansas pnpcrs are demand- 


ing a law which shall provide for the 
appointment of a state game warden." 


The gamo law in Kansas is a curious 


;hing. According to a spdrtsman's pa- 
icr published in that state and just re- 
•elved, the law was passed by a populist 
eglslature and signed by a populist 
yovernor. It allows a land owner to kill 
my and all kinds of game nt any and 
till times of the year on his own prop- 
•rty. It forbids the man who is not a 
and owner from killing game at any 
Lime. The nonlandholder is not allowed 
by law to shoot on another man's prop- 
erty, even if that man, gives him per- 
mission so to do. 


In a nutshell it is this: If you own land 


you can shoot all you want to, and if 
you don't own land you can't shoot at 
til. The sportsmen say this is class 
legislation of the vyorstkind. Of course, 
n connection with* the appointing of a 
fame warden the Kansas shooters want 
the present law amended. 


The Illinois law provides for the ap- 


pointment of a game warden in each of 
the three largest cities of the state. 


A number of woodcock have been 


Wiled this year along the Skokie, west 
of Wilmette and Highland Park. The 
birds, however, are becoming less nu- 
merous year by year. If the early sea- 
son shooting of them should be stopped 
they might increase. It is certain that 
It would be a good thing for other game 
birds if hunters were not allowed to go 
nfield in August. When hunting wood- 
rock the temptation to kill a ruffled 
grouse o'r n quail which may get up is 
too hard for many gunners to resist. — 
Chicago Tribune.

HE FOUND THE VENUS. 


Death ef a Man Once Famom, But Lone 


Since Almost Forgotten. 


The recent death on the Island of 


ilelos of M. Henri Erest recalls the fact 
,hat his name, many years ago, was a 
celebrated one on account of his con- 
nection with the statue of Venus, now 
one of the, greatest treasures in the 
Louvre museum, and brings to mind 
some interesting souvenirs in connec- 
•ion with that statue. It was, indeed, 
M. Henri Brest who discovered 
the 


wonderful statue just after it had been 
unearthed by a peasant in the island 
of Milo, and who bought it of him for 
a mere song in 1830. He soon sold it 
to M. de Marcellns, through whom it 
reached the Louvre. 


The wonderful statue remained undis- 


turbed in the gallery of the Louvre, 
of which it was the principal ornament, 
till the Franco-Prussian, war in 1870, 
when the means of preserving it against 
he possible pillage of the Germans 
aused great anxiety to the curators. 
Pew, probably, are aware that the Venus 
if Milo was on, that occasion placed 
n. nn immense sort of padded oak cof- 
in, and buried mysteriously in a great 
rench made to receive it in the court- 
ard of the prefecture of police. This 
vas done in the middle of the night, 
n the presence of very few witnesses, 
vith the object of keeping the hiding 
ilace of the statue perfectly secret. 
It was thought by the officials of the 


xravre that the statue was in perfect 
afety, but their anxiety for the fate 
if the treasure was revived, after the 
ignature of peace, by the outbreak of 
he commune, and the setting fire to 
he prefecture of police and to 
the 


'alais de Justice opposite, ForUmate- 
y, however, when that insurrection had 
>een put down the curators of the 
jouvre, on, once more unearthing the 
tatue, found it had suffered no de- 
erioration. The inscription on the pe- 
destal of the statue in the Louvre does 
lot even mention the name of M. Henri 
Brest. It relates simply that it \\as 
ought by M. de Marccllus for the Mar- 
iiis de Biviore, the French anibassa- 
or who presented it to King Louis 
XVIII. in 1831.

>easant who fouud the statue had no 
dea that he had dug np what has since 
jroved to be the most remunerative 
-ffigy of a goddess that the world has 
ver known. SI. Brest, having a pretty 
hrewd notion of her value, asked the 
>easant proprietor of the soil how much. 
?he peasant proprietor could not un- 
erstand what M. Brest could possibly 
want with a, marble woman without 
arms, ibut this, instead of inducing him, 
s it \yould nowadays, to ask an ex- 
rbitant price, merely decided to sell 
lis Venus for a song, and M. Brest 
ook her gleefully to Paris. 
There all sorts of attempts, by all 
ofts of eminent hands, were made to 
estore to her her missing members, 
tut, as she persisted in looking ever 
o much better without arms than with 
hem, 
the savants ultimately decided 


hat she must have been builtthatway, 
and that way she must be left. 


As is well known, this unarmed Venus 


las proved an immense commercial sue- 
ess. Millions of copies of her have been 


made and sold. She has adorned the 


irtvioso's gallery, the middle-das* 
;ravv ing-room, and the lodging-house 
>ack parlor. 
She has descended in 


ronze to the prosaic use of a paper 
veight. She has acquired a pile for 
iiany a peiipatetic Italian image seller. 


But all M. Brest got out of her was 


he academic palm. No doubt, if he 
had lived a bit longer—he was only 
02—his buttonhole would have flow- 
ered with the red ribbon. Only, the 
ither day, on Uie very spot where he 
!ound his Venus, the end found him.— 
[London Standard.

MEASURING ELECTRIC CURRENT 


'onsamptlon Refflaterecl by Meter, the 


Sumo ua In tlie Use of Gas. 


When electricity came to be sold it 


vas necessary to measure it commer- 
ially. To this task Edison set himself 
n the course of his developmentof that 
•emarkable series of inventions which 
;ave to the world a perfect lighting'sys- 
:em. 
Electricity can be measured by 


he work it does, either chemically or 
mechanically. Edison's chemical me- 
er depends on the simple fact that one 
irapere of electricity will deposit from 
sulphate of zinc under standard condi- 
;ions a definite weight of metal. This 
ype of meter is, in fact, a small electro- 
ilating battery, through which a cer- 
ain proportion of the ciirrent used is 
carried—the proportion being accurate- 
y determined by the relative size of the 
meter wires and the shunts—with the 
(result that one of the two plates is de- 
creased and the other 
increased in 


veight, according to the amountof cur- 
rent consumed within the house. This 
Dieter does not give a visible record, 
which is an advantage of the mechanical 
meters.

William Ditzler, a young man well 


known in this citTj was drowned in tho 
Sangamon river 
yesterday afternoon. 


Tbo body was recovered this morning, 
about a block from tho boat landing at 
Riversido pork 
Tbe man had been fish- 


ing at the river and it Is supposed that be 
accidentally fell into tho water. 
Shortly 


after noon yesterday Ditzler 
left his 


home and started to tho river expecting 
to pass tho atternoon fishing. He said 
ho would bo n em' tbo boat landing at tho 
park and would be home about 4 o'clock. 
H[s mother, with who Ditzler made his 
home on West Decatur street, bec.ime 
anxious when her son did not appear at 
supper time. Ho was a man who was 
always prompt and his absence caused the 
family considerable worry. It wag sup- 
posed, however, that he was somewhere 
about tbe city listening to the election 
returns. 


This morning R. Bambo, tho father' 


in-law of tho deceased, learned that he 
had not yet come home and at once sus- 
pected that something was wrong. 
He 


went and searched along tbe river bank 
just east of tbo boat landing. 
A bottle of 


bait and a fishing line woro found. Near 
by was seen a fishing polo to which was 
attached a line 
When this was pulled 


in it was found that Ditzler's body was 
at the other end. Coroner Bend lire was 
notified of the drowning. Boy Bondure, 
tho coroner's son, was one of tho first to 
r»aob tbe spot and he took the body from 
tbe water. In the right band ot the corpse 
was tbo fishing line, hook and cork, as 
though the man was ready to oast his 
line and bad fallou into tho water. This 
Is bollevod to bo the case, as Ditzler lias 
been troubled w}tb his eyes for some time, 
in fact had almost lost tbe sight of one, 
so that It is probable tluit be stepped too 
far Into the water. 
ThB ^position of the 


body would indicate that death had been 
accidental. Coroner Bendure had tbe 
body taken at onca to Buullard's under- 
taking rooms. 


Ditzler was a man about 85 years old. 


De leaves a mother and two sisters, Mrs. 
Ella Modcalf and Miss Bcrtlo Ditzler 
He was a widower, his wife, who wag a 
daughter of R. Ram bo, having died about 
two years ago. Ditzler was a quiet, sober 
and industrious inun. but on account of 
his failing eyesight be has ,not been able 
to work lately. 
He was employed for 


sixteen years at the furniture factory and 
has tbe reputation of being an excellent 
workman and an honest man. 


A search would have boon made for the 


man last night but it was supposed that 
he would make bis apperance every hour. 
He was drowned sometime before 7.80 
o'clock as tbe watch which was found on 
bis person bad stopped at that hour. Tbe 
place where Ditzler was drowned Id only 
a short distance from tho bout landing, 
but at this time of year very few persons 
go to tbe park.

tu Practice Might Be Becarded a* 
Wrongful, Bat the Doctor, think 


It Perfectly Legitimate—Drng- 


glltt Differ. 


People who are predisposed to fre- 
ueut attacks of slight indisposition, of 
an ordinary nature, and who have been 
n the habit of having their ailment pre- 
scribed for by a physician, will look 
with askance upon the methods adopted 
iy s number of physicians of late of in- 
tructing the druggist who fills the pre- 
cription not to refill the prescription 
vathout an order from the physician, 
'his arbitrary ruling is in the nature of 
a mild form of highway robbery when 
iewcd from the standpoint of the pa- 
lent, but from the physician's point of 
iew it is merely a legitimate method of 
idding to his professional income. 


This rule, which happily has been 


adopted by only a small percentage of 
eputable physicians in the city, lias 
many obnoxious! features, while it has 
!ew good points to recommend it to 
avor. 


One of the many objections made to it 


s the fact that it works a hardship 
ipon the poorer class of patients, who 
comprise by far the largest proportion 
f the clientele of the medical profcs- 
jon. A large number of the patients 
vho coll upon' the members of the med- 
cal profession are suffering from only 


slight indisposition, which, while it 


may be chronic, is, at the same time, 
not of a serious natures and one which a 
prescription calling for a simple rem- 
edy will either cure entirely or tempora- 
rily relieve the sufferer. In such cat,es, 
where relief is obtained through the 
prescription given by the physician, the 
patient, upon a return of a similar At 
:nclc, would naturally desire to have "Jie 
efficacious remedy refilled by the drug 
gist without calling upon the physician 
again. With this rule adopter! by the 
physicians, however, he would be un 
ible to obtain the remedy a second time 
3efore obtaining a prescription from 
the phjsician, and paying another fee, 
unless the druggist saw fit to disregard 
the request made by the physician. 


It will be seen from this statement 


of facts that the real motive for the 
action taken by these physicians in ask- 
ing druggists not to refill one of their 
prescriptions or to give a duplicate to a 
customer lies in the fact that it will :idd 
materially to their incomes. The phv&i 
cians themselves, however, deny that 
they are actuated by such a mercenary 
motive, and claim that their purpose 
is to prevent the possibility of any ol 
their patients coming to harm by reason 
of having n prescription refilled which 
may contain some powerful poison 
Very often, they ,sny, they write pre- 
scriptions which contain a poisonous 
ingredient which if taken oftener than 
prescribed would seriously endanger 
the lives of their patients. It is to pre- 
vent any such contingencies that they 
have taken these precautions. 


Without the cooperation of the drug- 


gists, however, these orders of the phy- 
sicians not to refill any of theirprescrip- 
tions would be unsuccessful. While a 
very small proportion of the druggists 
about town ixprr&s themselves in iavoi 
of obejing the instructions of phjsi 
c.inn,s in this rcc.wtl, by j"nrthp majoi lj 
of them admit tint they disregard them 
on every occ'nv.on^ except in those in 
stances, in which they know that the 
prescriptions ,'sked for by their custom- 
eis contain :i tlnngcious poison 
The 


druggists generally argue th.it si pre 
scrintion, which one of th^ir customers 
has paid n. physician to s»cnrc belongs 
to the customer, rnd that if he vviihrs 
to secure a duplicate or to Invr- it re 
filled he 'lias a perfect iri^ht to cto <=o 
AFnny of the dingnr's*? "my that cve.i i 
the phvsic'diis pave them orders, to i 
tube a dnpl ic.ite proscription they woulv 
ignore it.—St Lodis llopublic.

And yet there is many a 
ale aad hearty citizen, still in his- 
rime, to whom they are vivid and well 
remembered realities. 


Practically all the commerce of Pitts- 
urgh 50 ye.u-s ago was carried over the 
estern branch, of that famous water- 
•ay called the Pennsylv ania canal. Its 
esteirn terminus was Pittsburgh, its 
astern, Johnstown, the soute between 
ic tv> o places being as follows: Cross- 
ng the Allegheny river by an aqueduct 


the foot of what is mow Eleventh 


treat, then rip the west bank of the Al- 
egheny to Freeport, then across the 
:ver again by an acqueduet, up tha 
jshiminetas river to Saltsburg, thence 
p the Conemaugh to Johnstovv n. 
The route of the canal in this city can 
e traced, th6ugh not a vestige of it 
ow remains. The basin, where most of 


loading was done, was practically 


tie end of thei canal, though a tamel 
'hich passed under the city almost in 
lie line of the present Pan-Handle tun- 
el, carried the canal through to the 
lonongahela. 
There weire many small canal boats, 


vhich were used to bring in the prod- 
cts of numerous market gardeners, 
hose farms were scattered along the 
ertile lowlands beside the Allegheny 
iver. These market boats were called 
Fannies"—just why, is not apparent, 
'osaibly, ir earlier times, when the 
Irst of these boats came into use, some 
harming, smiling Fanny used to sit at 
he tiller and guide her father's load of 
lUinpkins and potatoes into the city on 
market day. 
The "Fannies" were 


lauled by oae horse. 


But the pride of the old canal was its 


packet boats. These handsome craft 
vould not cut much of a figure beside 
,he fine oiws of to-day, but they were 
uoked upon as something elegant in 
he '40s. This was one of the two great 
xighways to the east, this, canal, and a 
touch traveled highway it was, too, con- 
iidering the scanty population west of 
;he mountains in those days. People 
ioming up the Ohio from. Cincinnati or 
elsewhere, usually preferred to keep the 
river and continued up the Mononga- 
lola to Brownsville, and there took the 
'araous old naitional pike to Cumber- 
and. Cumberland had a railroad then, 
and so the journey to the seaboard was 
ftasy from, that poinit. 


But to return, to the packet boats. 


They were 70 to 80 feet long and were 
drawn, by four horses. Tliey were not 
unlike the canal boats we see to-day 
when w« see them at all, but neater and 
more pretentious, as was fitting for the 
irst-clnss patronage they enjoyed. 
Many a blushing bride and groom there 
was thnit took that journey to the east. 


And what a journey it was! On, up 


through the hills, by and over many a 
Stream, to the foot of the Allegheny 
motmtamfc; then across that formid- 
able barrier, down into the pleasant 
eastern valleys, and again by the pic- 
turesque canal on to the brim of the 
mig-My Susqwehanna. Here one seemr-c' 
to be Retting into some sort of. per- 
manent civilization; fiom heire the iron 
liorse made the rest of the route easy 
and at lr#t one was actually landed in 
the famous city of Brotherly Love, far 
away at the other end of the state, a 
400-mile iourne3'—a journey, like ma^ri 
mony, not to be entered into lightly or 
unadvisedly, but after mature consid 
oration. It was truly a great event 
that voyage to the en<t.—Pittsburgh 
Dispatch.

ELECTRICITY FOR KEATING. 


Simple Illustration of the Workings oi 


the Current. 


Electric lighting, heating and cook- 
ig may be illustrated in a very simple 
ay. If you put a poker in ahotfire- 


the heat-motion of the fire will start the 


•on particles into heat-motion 
and 


make the poker hot. At first it remains 
lack, although even then it gives out 
eat; presently, in a very hot fire, itbe- 
omes white-hot, and gives off so much 
ght as well as heat that you can read 
y it in the dark; if it gets still hotter 


will melt. But if tie poker is a hol- 


ow tube and has water in it^ the heat 
'ill be conducted through the iron into 
le water and the water will boil. Or, 
! the hollow iron is connected with 
ther pipe and water pasred through, 
he heat will be carried off by the water 
owing through without its boiling; 
nd if the tube is removed from the fire, 
nstead of being white-hot it is only 
arm. 
ISow, when electricity flows 


through a sufficiently large wire, the 
urrentis conducted away without heatr 
ng. When it flows into a wire too small, 
he current heats the wire, and unless 
he heat is carried off by radiation, the 
vire melts. If carbon is used instead 
f wire, it becomes white-heat, and we 
.ave the electric light. In one case the 
[eating is external, from the fire with- 
iut; in the other it is internal, from the 
urrent within — and this is a chief dif- 
e re nee. 


Electric heating is the simplest thing 


n the w orld, and when electricity be- 
omes cheap enough all of us who can 
get it will do our cooking and warming 
jy it. If an overcharge of electricity is 
>assed through a wire the electric f orec 
s converted into heat force, as above 
stated, and the wire becomes hot. If 
10 provision is made for carrying oft 
he heat, the wire melts, but by em 
jcdding the wire in an enamel of such 
a kind that it expands just about as the 
vire docs, and so does not crack, the 
electricity is confined to the wire, but 
the heat is carried off through the 
enamel. If this wire is wound round 
and round a teakettle, or coiled under- 
neath it, protected 03' such enamel, the 
icat is conveyed through the kettle to 
he w a-ter and the water boils, just as 
f the heat came to it from glowing 
coals in a sto\e. If it is coiled around 
an oven, the air within becomes hot, 
and roasts or bakes. If it is strung 
across like a gridiron, the hot strips 
will broil; if it is coiled within a "flat- 
iron" that becomes hot enough to -iron 
vith. If it is woven in with asbestos 
iber it makes an electric blanket or 
bed warmer. If it is arranged in radint- 
ng plates, electric foot warmers, or, in 
large sizes, room warmers, heat us up. 
A spiral of such wire properly arranged 
eim be put in any -vessel, and will heat 
water for shaving or other purposes. 
It a very large volume of current'ssent 
tlmftgh two bits of metal pressed to- 
gether the electric current passes from 
one to the other, making the joined 
metal intensely hot, so that the two 
parts weld together more firmly than 
e blacksmith can weld two pieces of 
metal by the heat of his fire and h,is 
hammer. These are but a few of the ap- 
plications of electric heating, wrhich 
in the future will become innumerable 
— li. E. Bonker, in Harper's Magazine

ye. He had a wound on the back of

ause of his death. 
The cut was three 


nches long and must have been inflicted 
with some heavy instrument. , On the 
iver bank near the bridge is a flat stone 
n the top of which was found a spot of 
jlood. 


The officers gathered some letters and 


japers which belonged to the man and 
n examining them found that his name 
was Thomas Hall. He came to this city 
rom St. Louis last Thursday and regis- 
ered at the Ballard hotel on Cerro 
ordo street. While at that place he

He 
was 


peddler of cheap clothing and appa- 
ently didn'have anything except the 
wares ho offered for sale. He slept at 
he hotel Thursday night, took' two 
neals Friday and went away in the 
afternoon leaving an unpaid board bill 


if 75 cents. When ho left the hotel he 
;ook his goods but left a package of 
papers at the office, saying that he 
would return that same night. An ex- 


mination of the package proved the 


contents to be nothing but a lot of pa- 
jers. There was a good deal of cam- 
laign literature, newspapers and some 
ettere. He had the addresses of com- 
mission merchants in St. Louis and a 
number of letter heads of such firms.

Memories of the Florey Outrage ami 


Bobbery—A Notod C-lse 


From the Daily ot Friday. 


Tho death of William Florey, which oc- 


curred yesterday afternoon, was announc- 
ed briefly iu lost evening's paper. 
Mr. 


Floroy lived a quiet life aud was never 
very well known until about two years 
ago when ho was robbed of all his money 
and received cruel treatment which final- 
ly resulted in his death. 
The robbery oc- 


curred in 1894. Four or live masked men 
visited Mr. Floroy at midnight, bound 
and gagged him and when ho relused to 
tell where no kept his money the robbers 
held him against a hot stove until he 
told where tho money was deposited. Tho 
cruel treatment which Mr.Florey received 
caused a disease to set in which gave 
him much suffering and caused bis death. 
Tho robbery brought Mr. Florey into 
prominence and he got tho undeserved 
name of a miser. His friends say that he 
was not a miser. He lived plainly on his 
farm and didn't .speed much money but 
he was a kind hearted man and has been 
known to do inany acts of charity. Dur- 
ing bis final illness Mr. Florey talked 
much of tho robbery which occurred two 
years ago. 
Ho always said ho thought 


the crime was committed by some one 
who had learned of his habits but he was 
never able to say who tho robbers were as 
they were masked when they came to his 
house.

While Pacer Smith, tho ball player, 


was In his cell at tho county jail, await- 
ing execution for tbe murder of bis little 
daughter and his sister-in-law, be leaked 
enough to lead tbe officers to believe that 
be was implicated in the Florey robbery.
